SEED WHEAT. 


Free Samples of Seed Wheat Are 
Now Being Distributed by the 
Experimental Farms. 

To the Editor,—For the past ten yeara 
systematic efforts have beem made to in- 
crease the average returns and to improve 
the quality of the cereals and other im- 
portant farm crops grown in Canada by 
an annual distribution from the Experi- 
mental Farm at Ottawa of samples of 
seed of the best and most promising sorts. 
These varieties have been first tested at 
the Experimental Farm and only those 
which have proven to be the very best 
have been chosen for this distribution. 
The samples sent out have contained 
three pounds each, and every precaution 
has been taken to have the seed in every 
instance thoroughly clean and true to 
name, and the packages have been sent 
free through the mail. Those who have 
received such samples and grown them 
with care, have usually had at the end of 
the second year enough séed to sow a 
large area, and in this manner careftl 
farmers all over the Dominion have been 
gradually replacing any inferior and less 
productive sorts which they have bees 
growing in the past, with superior 
varieties possessing greater vigor. 

By instruction of the Hon. Minister of 
Agriculture, another such distribution is 
being made this season, consisting of 
samples of oats, barley, spring wheat, 
fleld pease, Indian corn and potatoes. 
These samples will be sent only to those 
who apply personally. Lists of names 
from societies or individuals cannot be 
considered, and only one sample in all 
can be sent to each applicant. Applica- 
tions should be addressed to the Director 
of Experimental Farms, and may be sent 
any time before the 15th of March, after 
which the lists will be closed, so that all 
samples asked for may be sent out in 
good time for sowing. Parties writing 
will kindly mention the sort or variety 
they would prefer, and should the avail- 
able stock of the sort asked for be ex- 
hausted, some other good variety will be 
eent in its place.

DOES THIS LOOK LIKE RUIN ? 


BRADSTREET'’S TRADE RE- 
PORT FOR JANUARY. 


| As @ Result of the Preferential 


‘Tariff, Canadian Goods are 
heceiving a Preferential Con- 
sideration in Great Britain. 


Ottawy, Feb. 11—Not a week passes 
without its quota of fresh evidences that 
Canada has taken first place in the com- 
mercial life of the Empire. Last week it 
was the leather dealers who wanted 
Canadian leather ; now the brewers are 
anxious to encourage trade in Canadian 
six-rowed berley. They think that large 
quantities of this variety could be dis- 
posed of in the British market at re- 
munerative prices, and have urged the 
High Commissioner to advise that Can- 
ada take part in the next ‘“ Brewer’s Ex- 
hibition,” which will be held in October, 
when it is proposed to have a special 
class for Canadian barley. 

A London correspondent of a Toronto 
paper remarks in this connection : “ It is 
very encouraging to Canadians to see 
the interest that has been awakened here 
in Canadian trade by the action of the 
LaurierGovernment,in givinga preference 
to British goods. I think it will be found 
that there is scarcely any branch of trade 
in which Canadian goods will not receive

here, provided that they are equal in merit. 
and price to foreign produce. But it 
must be remembered that every country 
in the world brings its goods to the doors 
of the British trader, and Canadian pro- 
ducers, if they wish to make the most of 
these opportunities which are now being 
presented, must make every endeavor to 
get in the front rank. Some articles that 
the Canadian producers are very proud 
of will not compare for a moment with 
the products of other nations that com- 
pete in the same market. But where 
Canadian manufacturers have not been 
too proud to recognize and profit by this 
lessons they have in nearly every 
case got into the front rank. Another 
fact worth mentioning is that Canadian 
mapufactured goods which have secured 
a foothold on the British market are good 
enough for any part of the world, and are 
to be found there too.” 


THIS HAS THE RIGHT RING TO IT. 


Speaking at the annual dinner of the 
Osgoode Legal and Literary Society the 
other day, Mr. B. B. Osler, the eminent 
Q.C., enunciated a principle which can 
not be too widely inculculated through- 
out our broad Dominion. He was speak- 
ing particularly to the young Canadians 
of the company, and referring to the con- 
ditions which characterize the national 
life of Canada to-day. He said they 
should realize what their country was 
and from what source it had sprung. 
They must realize what differences of 
race, law and religion had to be harmoniz- 
ed before that country could exist at all. 
They must realize that these conflicting 
elements could not be harmonized and 
governed by petty politics. To the east 
were the people of New France, passion- 
ately fond of their religion and institu- 
tions. The men of the west were equally 
attached to their particular institutions. 
When dealing with Quebec, with New 
France, the people of Western Canada 
must remember, must realize that its 
people were not a conquered people. 
They were a people that had heartily and 
voluntarily stuck to the British flag. But 
for them Canada would not to-day exist. 
They stuck nobly by the flag in 1812. 
They were Canadians by choice, not 
conquest. The people of Ontario were a 
pewer though more numerous people. No 
statesman had any right to a place in this 
country who sought to make capital out of 
differences of race and religion, a policy 
that would undo the tie that alone makes 
possible the existence of Confederation. 


A REPORT ON CANADIAN TRADE. 


Bradstreet’s trade report this week 
contains the following paragraph: “Satis- 
factory trade conditions are reported in 
Canada. Toronto reports the best January 
business for three years past, the usual 
repewals smaller than the average, and 
cash or short credit sales larger than 
before ; ap increased business noted in 
dumber, and a project for exporting wood 
pulp to the United Kingdon is under 
consideration. Montreal reports trade 
steady and ahead of last year. Travellers 
are sending good orders and country 
trade is in good spirits, owing to recent 
cold weather enabling it to dispose of 
surplus winter goods. Failures are fewer 
than for many years pastand the outlook 
for the spring business ahead of last 
year. Victoria reports a satisfactory 
jobbing trade but the retail trade has 
been retarded by inclement weather. In

the Maritime Provinces business is dull, 
lumber exports are smaller but logging 
is active.” Thus does the country con-

A HORDE OF PAUPERS. 


The newly arrived Doukhobors are al- 
ready getting down to work with a_ will. 
A party of sixty had gone out to Yorkton 
and a like number to Dauphin, folly sup- 
plied with provisions and implements for 
clearing the land and putting up build- 
ings in readiness for the opening of 
spring. According to present intentions 
each colony will seed in potatoes, wheat, 
flax, rye and barley the first season, at 
least sufficient for their own needs, and 
next summer extensive preparations will 
be made for still larger crops in the 
future. In this way ample employment 
will probably be found for all the new 
arrivals, but should any of the men not 
be needed for this work there will be 


construction for the next five years. This 
will be a mutual benefit for labor is 
scarce out there. 

So far everything goes to prove the 
wisdom of the policy of the Minister of 
the Interior in encouraging and assisting 
these peuple to settle on the Canadian 
prairies, and with ordinary success at- 
tending their labors the profits of three 
seasons will enable them to repay every 
cent loaned to them by the Government. 
These are the people whom the Ottawa 
Citizen only a couple of days ago so 
pleasantly stigmatised as a “ horde of 
paupers.” 

THE ABERDEEN ASSOCIATION. 


An institution which is doing a most 
excellent work, quietly but very effective- 
ly, through a vast section of country 
that receives very little attention, is the 
Aberdeen Association for the distribution 
of literature to settlers in the remote 
parts of the Dominion. During the past 


month nearly 200 parcels have been sent 
out from the Ottawa branch alone.

The Territorial Medical Association con- 
cluded its session in Calgary last week. 

During the past year 49 new doctors 
were registered in the Territories. Several 
others applied for registration, but their 
qualifications did not admit of it. 

Three examinations were held during 
the year, at which 16candidates presented 
themselves.

aminations. One of the great benefits to 
come from a central examining body for 
the Dominion would be that the profes- 
sion ip Canada will then be recognized by 
Great Britain and thus have the oppor- 
tunity of competing for the many colonial 
medical appointments that the Empire 
has to offer 

The council at the last session of the 
North-West Assembly secured legislation 
tending to bring about such a scheme. 

A representative of the council was 
sent to the Yukon with power to deal with 
matters affecting the profession there.

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IE FILIPINO VERSION 


CABLES RECEIVED BY THE FILI- 


PINO JUNTA. 


U.S. Soldiers Provoked the Attack — 
Only 7,000 Natives Engaged— 
Siaughter of the Ygurutes. 


London, Feb. 13.—The European 
Filipino junta received today a long 
telegram from Agoucillo, the apeut of 
Aguinaldo, dated from Montreal uud 
declaring that he left Washiugton in 
couseguence of a telegram received ou 
Fevruary 4, from aAyuinaldo, urging 
him to cable the Malolos governmeut 
the result of the vow of the United 


States senate on the peace treaty. 
Aguinaldy, it appears, added: ‘‘It is of 
the most urgent luiportauce that we 


sbould at once be acqualuted witn the 
decision, us we are neyotiating with 
Geueral Otis. and the vote wall vitally 
affect the wegouations.’’ Aponcillo 
farther declares that, as he 38 closely 
shadowed by United States authorities, 
to dispatch this telegram has been im- 
possible, upd he therefore proceeded to 
British territory. The agent of Aguin- 
aldo apain expressed his couviction that 
the outureak was ‘‘provoked by Amer- 
icaus, for this very purpuse.’’ Tne 
telegram coucludes: ‘‘Tue Filipinos 
Were uuxious to malptuin friendship 
with the Americans, und had formally 
decided never to be the apyressors.’’ 
Several dispatches have ulso been re- 
ceived here from Fuilipiuos’ sources, 
dated from Manila, via Houy Kony, aud 
iving the rebel version of the outbreak 
of hostilities. A Filipinos dispatch 
dated from Manila on February 7,says: 
**Un Sunday a force of United States 
soldiers attacked simi ltanecously Caloo 
can and Santa Mesa. Two United 
States warships were off Malante, and 
wu suualler gunboat was in the Passi 
river, to protect the United States 
flank. 

The ships destroyed ali the villages 
between the shore ana the Passiy river 
Within an area between Malate Puara- 
negue, Sun Pedro and Mocati. Cross- 
ing the river the soldiers advanced to 
San Juan del Monte, capturing the 
waterworks after a severe fight. They 
proceeded to Singalon, establishing 
themselves on the riverdam. They tore 
up a wile of the rails of the Culoocan- 
Malolos line, aud cut the telegraph in 
erder to stop communication with 
Aguinaldo. The Filipino forces en- 
gaged numbered only 7,000 men, in- 
cluding 1,000 Ygorotes, actiug upon in- 
structions from Malolos. The Filipinos 
remiuived strictly on the defensive, and 
finally retired in good order, witbout 
any loss of arms or ammunition. Two 
old Krupps of an obsolete pattern, 
mounted on the fortress of San An- 
tonio, were captured. The fizhting 
was very stubborn, and lasted coutinu- 
ously from Saturday to Tuesday. Gen- 
eral indiguation has been occasioned by 
the treachery of the Americans’ sur- 
prise. The Filipinos believe that the 
Yankee administration is only favored 
by a minority of Americans, and only 
abstain from taking the offensive in 
order to show their gratitude to the 
United States nation for helping them 
to get rid of Spanish rule. Hence they 
will only fight when attacked,and their 
future action depends upon the d-cision 
of the United States. Aguinaldo de- 
clares that tne real enemies of peace 
are the United States officers in the 
Philippine Islands. The Filipino’s loss 
to date is 1,050 killed and wounded, in- 
eluding 600 Ygorotes,wno were barbar- 
ously mowed down even when the 
United States saw them only armed 
with bows and arrows. They fought 
with heroic courage. 

Tbe Americans are now fixing the 
limits of their sphere of occupation. It 
will extend out along the coast from 
Paranaque to Mualabon on the shore, 
and from Caloocan to Mainbunga aud 
Calate. There is much apprehension 
among the U. S. soldiers who are 
searching all houses, confiscating ail 
weapons, including table cutlery, and 
summurily shooting in the streets all 
possessors of arms. These actions have 
yesulted in street fights at San Palo, 
Lemar and Manila,caused by the butred 
of the American soldiers. The latter 
are imprisoning non-combatants as 
prisoners of war and in revenge the 
Filipinos will kill the Americaus in the 
streets, but are respecting other for- 
eigners. Inform the U. S. senate and 
cougress of these events and tell them 
the Filipinos are friends of America 
but will fight against military despot- 
ism. Agoncillo, the Filipino delegate, 
will ask for European intervention in 
the interest of peace. In the meantime 
the Filipinos will fight. A schoover 
laden with ammunition bas been cap- 
tured but two others bave arrived safely 
and have discharged their cargo. 
Aguinaldo is en bis way here. He will 
recapture th lost positions, organize a 
guerilla warfare and commence a gen- 
eral attack. The government and con- 
gress of Malolos are acting as usual 
and have passed a vote of confidence in 


Aguinaldo.”’

Two Fast Mail Trains Have a Heac-iud 
Collision on the C. & G. T. R. 

Detroit, Micb., Feb. 7.—A special to 
the Journal from Imlay City, Mich., 
suys: A head-end collision occurret 
here between ‘srand Tronk passenge? 
trains. An engineer and a postal clerk 
were killed and several persous were 
injured. The coaches were badly 
wrecked. 

Imlay City, Mich., Feb. 7.—The 
Chicago and Grand Trunk passenger 
train No 1, west bound, plunged fuli 
speed into passenger train No. 6, east 

bound, while the latter was standing at 
the stution here tonight. The result 
of the crash was fatal and otherwise 
disastrous. 

Tho hilled are: Engineer Fairbanks, 
of the west bound train; Edward Reid, 
of Lennox, Mich., mail cierk on the 
westbound train; Thomas Stuart, of 
Lansivg, Mich., mail clerk of the east 
bound train. 

The injured are: Engineer Maman. 
of the eastbound train, several ribs 
broken; Burns, of Lapeer, leg broken; 
Rioley White, of Lapeer; English, of 
Strathroy, Ont., braised. 

Both trains were fust mail trains. 
The eastbound was standing near the 
station waiting for the coming train to 
pass it. according to custom. The lat- 
ter, instead of sluckening and stopping, 
crashed into No. 6. The employees of 
the westbound train and the pussenpers 
of the eustbound suffered the moet. 
The locomotives were toth badly 
wrecked and the nail cars were jammed 
across the tracks. _ All the passenger 
coaches remuined on the tracks, Why 
the westbound train failed to stop was 
not immediately explained.

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THE MANITOBA HOTEL 18 ‘com- 
PLETELY WIPED OUT. 


Ne Lives Lost—Loss on Building is 
Over $500,000—A Torcnte | 
Firia Loses $60,000. 


Winnipeg, Man., Feb. 8.—With the 
thermometer registering at about 40 be-" 
low —- brisk breeze blowing over the 
city, W:nnipeg bas witnessed another 
conflagration which outrivalled the one 
of a year ago. The beautiful Hotel 
Manitoba, erected at a cost of half a 
mi.jion dollars, and all its effects.are 
pow 4 complete loss, The Northern Pa- 
cific deput is in conjunction with the 
hotel, and it, too, is iost. The hotel 
was owned by the Northern Pacific 
railroad. 

At five minutes after twelve last 
night, Fred Ek. Hanson, chief clerk in 
the Manitoba hotel, awoke and re- 
marked to bis room wate, Mr. Joseph 
Carter, that he thought he emelled 
smoke. Less th.n two hours afterward 
the Manitoba hotel, by all odds the best 
hotel between Montreal aud the Pacific 
coast, and probably one of the best con- 
ducted ou the American cantinent, was 
in ruins. Mr. Hanson had no sooner 
beome thoroughly awakened than the 
whole hotel was alarmed by the sudden 
Tinging of the eleetric bells. He and 
his room mate dressed themselves in- 
stantly, and not knowing of the extent 
of the fire at that time, descended im- 
mediately to the ground floor, with two 
or three hundred others, who were, like 
themselves, awakened by the aiarm. 

At one o'clock it was still a problem 
as to how much of the immense struc- 
ture could be saved, aud still excited 
individuals were feverishly removing 
Sulvage from what they, as it nap- 
pened, believed rightly, was a doomed 
building. Curlers from all yarts of 
Manitoba, from St. Paul, Duluth and 
from Lindsay, were everywhere ecat- 
tered through the crowds, clad in most 
picturesque dishabille. One gentleman 
from St. Paul had no cout.or hat; a 
second had no overcoat, and a third un- 


fortunate was seen going around in 


pyjumss slippers and a_ night shirt. 
This gentleman subsequently was en- 
abled, by the kindness of friends,to add 
to his scanty wardrobe a pair of rubbers 
and a ruccvon cout. 

At twenty minutes after one o’clock 
the flames broke through the roof of 
the east wing, und to those on the ont- 
side the scene was wierdly grand. The 
flumes shot out into the cold, frosty air 
as though eager to mount still higher, 
and at the same tims they ins:diously 


worked towarls the west, on the pro- - 


tection of which depended the saving 
of cven # remnant of the hotel. As 
soon as this becume known those, who 
hoping to the last, had kept their 
effects piled in heaps in the rotunda, 
abandoned all bope and a wild retreat 
Was at opce commenced. Elderly gen- 
tlemen were seen running briskly along 
with cheap lithographs in their hands, 
while valuable bundles were lef¢ an- 
heeded iv the geuerul confusion. 

Every one was pow ordered to leave 
the hotel. and the magnificent spectacle 
of $50v,000 gving up in smoke was 
viewed by a throng of at least two 
thousand spectators, who braved forty 
degrees below zero to witness so un- 
usual w sight. 


HOW THE FIRE STARTED. 


The fire broke out in the dining 
reow, catching a light from a spark 
from the large open fireplace at the east 
end of that wing. It spread rapidly 
and by the time the firemen reached 
the spot it had broken into the bed- 
roows ubove the dining room and on 
the third floor. At this atage the pres-. 
ence of the fire was indicated in the 
rotunda and mwin corridor by steam 
with but little smoke. Soon, however, 
a reflection of flame could be seen on 
the white snow-covered roof of the N. 
P. station, and from the windows of 
the southern wing the flames could be 
seen pouring out of the two most west- 
erly windows on the third floor. Fire- 
men were stationed on the fire-escapes 
that ran up the east end of the build- 
ing an @ few wel] directed streams of 
water :oou drove the flames back, and 
in s few minutes where flames bad been 
a moment before smoking blackness 
only remained. 

The building destroyed was acknow!- 
edged by travellers to be one of the 
finest in Canada. Ut was erected in 
1891 under the supervision of Mr. Jobn 
Woodman, C. E., Messrs. Rourke & 
Cass, of this city, were the contractors. 
Its frontage was 216~feet on Main 
street and 213 feet on water etreet. 
The architect was Mr. 0. E. Joy of &. 
Panol, and it was formally opened with 
a grand ball on January 1, 1893. The 
hotel was built and owned by the 
Northern Pacific Railway company. It 
was a eeven story building, with ac- 
commodation fer over 800 guests. It 
was built of St. Louis preased brick. 
witb handsome redstove facings. 

The heaviest looser of ali is probably 
the J. E. Ellis Co , of Toronto, it being 
estimated that $60,000 will pot cover 
the amount which they have lost. Mr. 
J. F. Ellis, one of the firm, had in 
room 416, probably #40000 worth of 
diamonds, aud Mr. Fred Weathern, a 
representative of the company, had 
nearly $20,000 worth of jewelry, all of 
whicb is a complete loss.

OUR SANITARY CONDITION. 


While it would be an untruth to say 
that Moose Jaw asa town is unhealthy, 
or that its streets are particularly dirty ; 
yet we are ofthe opinion that for the 
past few years at least, the sanitary con- 
dition of the town, has been anything 
but what it should be. During the hot 
season last summer the air in some parts 
of the town was permeated with the foul- 
est odors. These odors did not come 
jnto existence of themselves. They were 
bred by filthy back yards, filthier closets, 
and ingome cases bya dead cat being 
allowed to “ ripen ” on the street. 

This matter was brought up at a recent 
public meeting of the ratepayers, and 
the Mayor admitted that his Council had 
been somewhat negligent in this regard ; 
but hoped that the sanitary condition of 
the town would receive better attention 
in the future. 

We hope so too. But judging from 
the condition of some parts of the town 
Jast summer we were led to believe that 
there: was no by-law stringent enough 
to cover the case. On searching through 
the by-laws of the town, however, we dis- 
covered that on May 12th, 1884, a by-law 
was passed, entitled, “ A By-law to Pro- 
vide for the Public Health of the Town 
of Moose Jaw,” which:is quite sufficient 
ae far as it goes.. But it bas not been 
observed and no attempt has been made 
to enforce it. If there had been no com. 
plaint could have been made, Some of 
jts provisions will surprise a number of 
Moose Jawites. As every ratepayer 
should be acquainted with this by law 
we publish the following summary of its 
provisions :--- 

Sections ] and 2 provides against the 
adulteration or sale of adulterated, taint- 
ed or damaged foods. 


Sections 4 and 5 provides against the 
defiling of any source of water supply, or 
the use of impure water, 

Section 6 provides that no stagnant 
water or filthy matter of any kind shall 
be allowed to remain in cellars or 
excavations of any kind, and requires the 
owner or person in charge to remove the 
nuisance before the expiration of two 
days after being aware of it, without be- 
ing officially notified of ite existance, 

Section 7 provides that no person shal] 
deposit upon premises, lot, street or lane, 
or eny place whatsoever, any dead carcas, 
filth, dust, or any offensive matter, and 
no occupant of any house shall permit to 
be thrown any dirty weter, ashes, snow 
rubbish, dirt or filth, into any public 
street or lane, and no pereon shall com- 
mit eny duisance upon apy public street 
of the town. 

Section 8 provides that if the owner or 
person in charge neglects to comply with 
the above provisiona, the health officer 
shal) have the same removed at the ex- 
pense of the persop eo neglecting. 

Section 9 provides that the owner as 
wel] as the driver of any vehicle dropping 
any puisance on the streets sha)! be jiable 
to the penalties of this by-law; 

Section 10 provides that if any person 
shall own, occupy. of keep any lot or 
other premises in such bad or filthy con- 
dition as to be offensive and a nuisance 
to the neighborhood, or to any person of 
family, such person shall be subject to 
the pepalties of this by-law for each day 
thet the ssid nuisance continues after 
notice has been given. 

Section 11 provides that no business 


tents thereof shall reach within twelve 


inches of the surface of the earth, the 
proprietor or occupant of the premises 
upon which the same is situated, shall 
cause the same to be cleaned or emptied 
within one week after being notified, 
providing always that all night soil shall 
be removed between midnight and 4 a.m, 
from April to September and between 11 
p.m. and 6 a.m. from October to March. 

Section 15 provides for the using of 
disinfectants for privies. 

Section 16 prohibits the making use of 
any lot in the town fora nuisance ground 
without the concent of the heaith offieer. 

Section 17 provides that the occupant 
of any house in the town who shall cause 
to de discharged by any channel from 
such house into any public highway any 
dirty water or anything that may cause 
public inconvenience shall be liable to 
the penalties of this law. This section 
also provides that all hotel and boarding 
house keepers shal! have tanks or barrels 
on their premises, into which all house 
or kitchen slops shall be thrown to be 
removed to the nuisance ground as often 
as necessary, and no such slops shall be 
thrown elsewhere than into such tank. 

Section 18 says any person keeping any 
animals within the town shall keep the 
buildings or pens in which they are kept 
in such a clean state that the neighbors 
or passeng :rs will not be inconverienced 
by the smell therefrom. 

Section 19 provides that the owner of 
any animal that shall die or be found 
dead within the municipality, shall im- 


mediately cause such animal to be re- | 


moved to the nuisance ground and_bur- 
ried at least four feet below the surface 
of the earth, and any person who shall 
neglect to remove and bury such animal, 
or who shall cause any such animal to 
be thrown into any ditch, coulee. sewer 
or drain, or into any creek or river pass- 
ing through the town, shall be liable to 
the penalties of this by-law for every day 
it is allowed to remain. If the owner 
can not be found the same shall be re- 
moved at the public expense. 

Section 22 provides that it shall be the 
duty of the health officer to examine into 
all sources of filth or causes of sickness 
within the town and to cause the des- 
truction or removal of same. 

Section 23 provides that if any com- 
plaint is made, or upon his own personal 
knowledge, the health officer may exam- 
ine any premises and order any nuisance 
to be removed within twenty-four hours 
and if the person notified neglects to do 
so the health officer shall order it to be 
done at the expense of the person so not- 
ified in addition to any penalty that may 
be levied under this by-law. 


Section 31 provides for a penalty of 
$50.00 and costs for each offence, to be 
collected by distress if necessary, and if 
impossible to collect in this wey the 
offender may be committed for 21 days 
with or without hard labor. 


The above are the main provisions of 
the law as it now stands. Now that 
spring is approaching it would be well if 
the town council would give this matter 
some attention, and make whatever 
alterations they deem necessary and pro- 
vide for the proper enforcement of the 
by-law. 

One improvement which we co.wider 
worthy of consideration, would be the 
inauguration of some sort of scavenging 
system, the want of which is keenly felt 
and frequently commented upon in other 
towns of the Territories. We pay reason- 
able good salaries toa secretary-treasur- 
er. solicitor, assessor, inspector. etc., and 
we fancy we might, with considerable 
profit, increase the list of salaried officials 
by engaging a scavenger. If the present 
law were enforced to the letter, every 
ratepayer would be compelled to have his 
rubbish carted to the nuisance ground at 
their own expense, and to that extent 
his taxes are increased, so to speak. But 
the law is an unpleasant one to enforce, 
and very often the carefulfcitizens who go 
to the expense of observing the law, have 
to suffer through the negligence of their 
careless neighbor who they do not like 
to offend by lodging a complaint. With a 
proper scavenging system the whole 
thing would be simplified. It would be 
véry easy to enforce a regulation requir- 
ing the people to have dry earth closets 
and to deposit their slopes in barrels, and, 
after a thorough clean-up each spring, 
have the scavenge: clean out these once 
a week in summer and less frequently in 
winter, In fact they should be only too 
willing to co-operate in the carrying out 
of such a regulation. Of cource it might | 
mesn a slight increase in taxes, but this 
would be more than off set by the saving | 
effected by those who now go to the ex-.

mer. Then its proximity tothe cemetery 
is not very appropriate nor does it show 
good taste. Having to pass a nuisance 
ground while on the way to perform the 
last sad writs over a departed loved one 
is not calculated to cheer the heart of 
those who mourn or add to the comfort 
of a funeral procession. For tbese reas- 
ons there should be a new site chosen, 
and next spring is the time to choose it. 


The town of Macleod sent a delegation 
to Ottawa last week to interview Domin- 
ion Ministers regarding various matters 
effecting the welfare of thetown. They 
interviewed the Hon. Clifford Sifton re- 
garding the Government's interest in the 
townsite, and reported that the proposit- 
ion that the Government dispose of its 
interests seemed to meet with favor. Mr. 
Sifton said that in some towns where 
the Government were part owners with 
the railway company (Moose Jaw for ex- 
ample), it was their intention to sell 
their interests at public auction to the 
higest bidders. Without giving any 
definite assurance one way or the other, 
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the delegates gathered that this method | 
of eettling the present unsatisfactory 
state of affairs was the only one which 
would receive much consideration at the 
hands of the Government, and it ‘would 
probably be the most satisfactory so far 
as the town is concerned.

In 
sume of his poems we read of his home 
life, and they show how happy he was. 

Two of his long poems we like very 
much. Part of one of them was printed 
in our last Column. Do you remember 
the story of the little Indian boy, 
Hiawatha? Longfellow says he wrote

lany Widely Different Tongtes Spo- 
ken In the Various Provinces. 


In the Austrian Alps the local dialects 
30 Vary as to be unintelligible fro: one 
listrict to another and yet have been cul- 
ivated in passion plays and popular 
soetry. Over and above these dialects are 
cattered—chiefly in lower Austria, but 
ven round Vicnna-—Siav colonies, Czchs, 
Slovaks, Creats) In Vienna itself the 
Czechs claim to be 150,000 Slovenians 
sprecd over three crown lands—Styria, 
carinthia and Carnio!a—and dominate in 
he last, which contains also Uscoks, Ro- 
van Catholic Serbs; but the Slovenians 
ecm to be retreating before the Germans. 

Of thesea remarkable group occurs 1n 
the barren Gottschce country, southeass of 
Laybach, only inhabited since the four- 
‘eenth century. Here again we find a 
jliatect unintelligible te other Gerinans, 
‘et rich in tales and poetry. Strange to 
“ay, the reawakening of the Slovenian 
race in the sourse of the last hundred 
years seems to have been determined by 
the first Napoleon, who replaced German 
in the normal schools of the so called 
(yrian provinces (s‘x in number) by 
siovene and called torth the passionate 
adiniration of the Slovenian poets. Tyrol 
and Vorarlberg, again, are divided be- 
¢ween Geérmans, Italians and ~ Ladins’ 
(Latins), the so calied Romansch of Swit- 
zeriand 

In the Tyrol also each valley has its own 
pronunciation, its own accent, its expres- 
sions uninteliigible a few miles off. ‘ihe 
Ladins were } redominant in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. Toward the 
eighteenth century the Italians got the 
upper hand, but seem now to be becoming 
gradually outnumbered by tho Germans 
fhe Ladins form a curicus little group of 
trom 10,000 to 29,000 in Tyrol, with near- 
ty 50,0U0 in Friuli (besides the 40,000 of 
the Grisons) Their language is nearer to 
Provencal or Catelonian than to Italian 
hey chiefly inhabit the valleys, while the 
Gerinan climbs the mveuntain sides, just 
as he has done in Bohemia, the Czechs 
mainly occupying the plains.—London 
Spectator 


ANCIENT FEASTS. 


Much Gluttony Among the Old Greeks 
and Persians. 


Enormous feasts were spread at the 
Persian and other Asiatic courts, and the 
great Grecian conqueror of those m®ions 
was once or twice in his @uzzling career 
more lavish than even the successor of 
Cwsar. But it was not a regular habit 
with bim, nor was reckless prodigality 
ever a vice of his nation Of course there 
were exceptions, and that societies devoted 
to luxurious living existed in Athexs we 
know from the works of Archestratus and 
Athen:cus, who wrote long poems to the 
Kiory of coukery The Hellenic epicures 
were ingepious and often fantastic in their 
ideas, but were not. as a rule, guilty of 
“ross extravagance ‘They were fond of 
such conceits as having a whole pig served, 
one side roasted and the other boiled and 
stufied with a great variety of delicacies, 
although the animal had never been cut 
or separated in any way Their cooks 
wero also skillful in proparing vegetables 
to taste like meat 

A certain king had an intenso longing 
for a fish called an “apby,"’ at a time 
when be was so far away from the sea 
that ho did not suppose his desire could 
possibly be gratificd, but bis cook made 
himanartificial*‘aphy'’ outcfaturnipand 
disguised it so cleverly by sauces that the 
monarch was completely deceived Occa- 
sionally we hear of voracicus gluttons 
among the old Greeks One of the n.ost 
noted was Philoxenus, who wished he had 
a neck like a crane, so that his enjoyment 
of what ho swallowed could be lengthened 
by several inches. ‘This seltish fellow used 
to keep his throat in training by gargling 
it with scalding water Then ho bribed 
the cooks, wherever he went, to send in all 
the meals furiously hot; thus he finished 
the bess there was of each dish before any 
one else dared to touch a morsel. A fel 
low guest wus once so offended at this that 
he refused to remain atthe table of Phi 
loxenua, saying he had been invited todine 
with a man and not with an uvven.—E. H 
House in St. Nicholas
